HOW THE MICROPHONE AND THE VACUUM 
DETECTOR TUBE WORK TOGETHER TO 
MAKE BROADCAST RADIO WAVES AUDIBLE

In the third of his series of radio talks 
from the Post-Dispatch broadcasting sta 
tion, K S D, Prof. T. Emmett Reynolds 
of 8t. Louis University told of the funo- 
tions peculiar to the microphone and the 
vacuum tube in the transmission and re- 
ception of radio waves. The address, in 
greater part, follows: 


By PROF. T. EMMETT REYNOLDS. 


N the table, in front of me, there is 
Q a small wooden cabinet with a round 
opening to admit the sound waves. 
It is one of a\ variety of electrical appli- 
ances classed’ as ‘“‘pick-up” devices. I 
strongly suspect that this is a carbon 
“nick-up,” popularly known as a micro- 
phone. Besides the microphone, there 
are condenser “pick-ups,” magnetic 
“nick-ups”’ and special apparatus, as 
the pallophotophone. 
Of the several devices listed above, 
the microphone is deserving of special 
attention, inasmuch as it plays so impor- 


message. Philosophers tell us that we 
must have some medium between a cause 
and its resultant effect. Therefore, since 
we must have a medium to carry our 
energy, we say there is such—and call it 
ether. There are a limited number of 
ether vibrations, some produced in na- 
ture, some in the laboratory. Of the 
former class we have light and heat; of 
the latter class we have these and sev- 
eral other types, as X-rays and radio 
waves. The only means we have of pro- 
ducing radio waves is by causing elec- 
trical currents to vibrate at high fre- 
quencies along a conductor, that is to 
say, an antenna. There are severai dif- 
ferent ways to produce these currents. 
The first is by means of a spark dis- 
charge, but this cannot be used for radio 
telephony because the waves are not con- 
tinuous in strength, but die down, like 
a swing that is given a push and then 
permitted slowly to come to rest. Evi- 
dently the human voice could not cut @ 
proper wave out of such an irregular 
wave form, any more than a painter 


a speech, or a children’s choir to sing @ 
song. Such is the destruction wrought 
on the carrier waves by the modulating 
action of the human voice. 


When the operator in the transmitting 
room throws the proper switches, this 
carrier wave, with its superimposed 
voice wave, starts out for your little 
electrical plant, at the gentle gait of 
186,000 miles per second. It is of inter- 
est to note in passing that one of my 
words will have time to circle the world 
more than seven times before the next 
word leaves the station, if I speak slowly 
enough to allow a second to elapse be- 
tween the various words. 

My time is nearly up and I must has- 
ten to complete the story. When the 
wave collides with your antenna it loses 
part of its energy and that part is in- 
stantly converted into an electric cur- 
rent, which surges up and down your 
antenna just as it did at its source. in 
order to drain the maximum of energy 
from the passing wave it is necessary

The rustling of a bit of paper may be 
heard across a continent, by means of 
this instrument, so sensitive is it to 
sound. Hence, one would rightly con- 
clude that an instrument of such deli- 
cacy could control very weak currents 
only. Until the invention of the vacu- 
um tube, the microphone was little bet- 
ter than useless, as its construction 
would not permit it to directly control 
large amounts of power. With the ad- 
vent of the high-powered vacuum tube, 
the microphone came into its glory; in 
this new situation it could control the 
heavy surges of electrical power in the 
antenna, in much the same way as the 
keys of a huge pipe organ control the 
heavy thundering of deep bass, in re- 
sponse to the organist's touch as his fin- 
gers sweep lightiy over the keys. 

This leads me to the subject of the 
vacuum tube itself. If I have said much 
in praise of the microphone, what shall 
I say about the vacuum tube? This de- 
vice contains all the perfections of the 
former (save the quality of directly re- 
cording the human voice), and a great 
many other marvels besides. To im- 
press you with the complicated nature 
of this little glass bulb, perhaps I can 
do no better than to say that there has 
been more brain power expended in per- 
fecting this piece of apparatus than was 
required to devise the present tariff sys- 
tem; that there have been more books 
written about it than you would be able 
to get from the public library, if you 
waited for years; that all men have 
fought in the courts for its possession, 
with more determination than the Greeks 
fought for Helen of Troy, ages ago, when 
the world was young. In all seriousness, 
it well deserves the title, “the heart of 
the radio.” 

After having said this much in praise 
of the vacuum power-tube, I am going 
to make a short digression to show you 
the necessity of having such a device. 

In radio we use no wires to carry the 


can generate oscillating currents of ex- 
treme frequency and is extremely sensi- 
tive to .feeble controls. Its operation 
could be compared to the process of fir- 
ing a large gun. 


The tons of energy stored in the huge 
gun that dropped massive steel] shelis 
into the streets of Paris from a distance 
of almost 100 miles could have been re- 
leased by a child, if the child were 
shown the proper eiectric contacts to 
be depressed. In that instance, the child 
would be said to be the releasing cause 
of the locally stored energy. 


In the same manner, the feeble cur- 
rents controlled by the voice, through 
the agency of the microphone, act as 
a releasing cause to the power generated 
by the tubes, but with this slight differ- 
ence, while these tubes are producing, in 
the antenna, currents of extreme rapid- 
ity of vibration, which they have con- 
verted from a direct-current generator, 
or other direct-current source, the mi- 
crophone currents, mentioned above, are 
constantly depressing, or increasing, the 
flood of energy passing through the 
tubes. This action is known as modula- 
tion. 

Now, friends, if you will follow me in 
imagination to the roof of the Post-Dis- 
patch Building, we will take a final look 
at the situation. 


If we could behold radio waves with 
the human eye, we might see a succes- 
sion of hills and hollows, extending to 
the horizon and on all sides of us. The 
hills would all be of the same height 
and quite close together. This would rep- 
resent the condition when no one was 
talking. Then, of a sudden, we might 
see these uniformly serried ranks of hills 
cut up in a variety of irreguiar forms 
as though an earthquake had suddenly 
shaken down the peaks and filled up the 
valleys, opening, at intervals, great 
cracks and crevasses, and we would 
know that someone had started to give 


the uniformity of current strength, when 
the current swings forward and back- 
ward, another device must be introduced 
into the receiver circuits, which will 
break up this uniformity and make the 
current strength more pronounced, 
when it is swinging in one. direction, 
than when it retraces its path and 
swings in the opposite direction. This 
new element is known as a detector. Its 
operation may be explained in a word 
by saying that it is the nature of all de<« 
tectors to conduct current more easily in 
one direction than in the opposite direc- 
tion. This is the case whether the de- 
tector be a crystal or a vacuum tube, 


The heart of the difficulty lies in the 
fact that the telephone diaphragm which 
produces audible sounds can _ vibrate 
only a limited number of times a sec- 
ond, therefore it is unable to follow the 
faster variations of current, represented 
by the carrier waves. No more can it 
follow the variations of the voice wave, 
although this wave produces’ currents 
that change at an audible rate; because 
these variations exert an equal pull on 
the diaphragm at each reversal. Now 
the resultant motion of equal and op- 
posite forces is zero. Hence the dia- 
phragm stands still. If, on the other 
hand, the current strength is greater, 
when it runs in one direction, than it is 
when it runs in the other, then the 
diaphragm will move in the direction of 
the greater pull. 

A receiving set is, therefore, more or 
less at the mercy of the detector. If its 
resistance is excessive, it will by-pass 
very little energy and all the amplifiers 
can do is to make the best of a bad situ- 
ation. 

If it possesses little ability to conduct 
the oscillating currents well in one dl- 
rection and to retard them in the oppo- 
site, it will produce but a small displags 
ment in the telephone diaphragm aad

After this part of the set has been 
tested, imsert the telephone plug. first 
in the first audio jack and then in the 
second audio jack to see that the audio 
frequency stages are working properly. 
©n stations up to several hundred miles 
it will usually be impossible to keep the 
phones on your head when using the 
second stage, em account ef the enor- 
mous volume. 

After the set ts once adjusted there 
are only two tuning adjustments for each 
station. These are the loop and oscil- 
lator condensers. For a given leep the 
two dials will always read the seame 
numbers for a given station.

The following by EB. M. Olerke teils 
how this enthustast proceeded in con- 
structing Ris set, end outlines some of 
the results he had: 

In constructing this set I @eparted 
from aH radio rules te keep all wires 
from touching, and did the exact oppo- 
eite. I took all wires down to the base- 
board and bunched them together. This 
feems to produce a condensing or by- 
passing effect that helps reception ma- 
terially. Exception was made of the 
plate and grid leads, of course, and these 
were kept entirely apart and as short as 
possible. By-pass cendensers and a spe- 
cially designed “selector” were used 
which take the place of two variable con- 
censers and greatly simplify control. 

The results have been truly remark- 
ehle. The tone ts full and natural, with- 
out the noises and @4istortion usually 
found with high-power sets. Volume is 
so great that I was forced to place a 
variable grid leak across the secondary 
of the second audio transformer to tone 
it down. Using only one stage of audio, 
the volume is equal] to any set using two 
stages that I have ever heard, and music 
ean be heard all over the house when I 
plug fn on the @etector alone and use no 
amplification. 

Distance seems to make no difference 
to the “super,” for WDAF, PWxX and 
KFKX come in with about equal volume 
with WEAF, WGY and EDKA and other 
nearby stations. 

Tuning is very simple. there being 
only two contro! dials, and once a station 
has been located, you can always find it 
at the same dial readings. There are 
just two points where a station can be 
heard, and nowhere else. These two 
points are caused by the heterodyning 
ef the signals to 50,000 cycles. You get 
a signal at 60,000 above and also at 560,- 
000 below its true frequency, but no- 
where else. With some stations I find 
reception better at the higher point and 
others at the lower beat. 

I have mo trouble to get past loca! 
stations and reach out into the distance. 
To illustrate its selectivity. I have heard 
PWxX, when both WDAR and WOR 
were on, with no interference from either 
station, although separated by only five 
meters in wave length. I heard Cali- 
fornia stations on two occasions, loud 
enough to understand the announcements 
on the loud-speaker. As it brings in the 
coast now, in winter, I am certain it 
will bring in the Mid-West stations next 
summer. 

All I have mentioned here is loud- 
speaker reception. I only use the head- 
set to search for very distant stations. 
I have tried three types of antenna: out- 
door, single wire 100 feet long, with a 
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Showing how special filter may be inserted between second de- 
tector and first audio frequency transformer. 


Variometer shunted across aerial and 
ground binding posts: three turns ef 
bell wire around a doorway seven by 
nine feet, and a plain loop containing 
about 80 feet of No. 22 D. S. C. wire on 
a frame 25 inches square 

about 5-16 inch apart. 

The outdoor antenna makes tuning 
rather broad, but it also makes it neces- 
Sary to tune only the oscillator tube cen- 
denser, for the loop condenser does not 
function, and the variometer remains 
fixed. The large loop is very satisfactory 
because it is not directional. but I use 
only the small loop and get the best 
results. The edge of a razor is sharp. 
but it has nothing on the “super’ when 
using the loop; besides, I am not beth- 
ered so much by atmospherics and single- 
circuit squeals, and it will do everything 
the outdoor antenna will do. 

For the ultimate in radio, by all means 
build a “super,’’ but don’t get the idea, 
from my description, that it ts easy to 
construct. Contrary, it is hard and re 
quires a lot of skill and patience. 


HOW ENGLAND HEARS 
AMERICA 


From the Post-Dispatch Special Radio 
Correspondent in Engiand. 

HE week-end habit in England is 
Te listen to an American broadcast 

program. From north to south, 
from east to west, in city and in country 
bamilet, each Saturday night from 11 to 
midnight, radio fans using no more than 
one or two tube receivers, and the ma- 
jority using simple crystal sets with a 
range limited to 15 to 20 mfles, hear 
the musical items played by, gay, the 
East Pittsburg Westinghouse band, & 
matter of 3600 miles away. 

This, for most English amateurs, is 
the radio thrill of the decade, and the 
thrill of seven nights’ ether-hunting. Al- 
though reception yet has not been en- 
tirely satisfactory, owing to the con- 
giderable interference of atmospherics 
which, mingled with the receiwed sig- 
pals, are amplified to an extent that 
makes the meekest little “x” sound in 
the phones like the interminable roar 
of the Atlantic that lies between, the 
broadcast is one of the most important 
of the week. 

England Waiting. 

But it may be taken as a fact that at 
the present moment there are nearly 
two million people in England eagerly 
waiting for the day when an American 
broadcast program will come through as 
clearly and distinctly as a 
from a next-door broadcast station. Amd 
toward this end, at a lonely spot high 
on the South Downs some 60 miles from 
London, there is a tiny hut, In whieb 
a band of zealous engineers of the Brit- 
ish Broadeasting Co. keep lonely vigil 
every Saturday night, and many another 
night as well. Here there is employed 
an aerial, specially designed for short- 
wave lengths, about 45 feet high and 
30 feet long, and a six-tube radio fre- 
quency amplifier of the transformer 
coupled type, and one detector, mounted 
in a tin box for screening purposes. 

It is on this set that America has 
come through and then, using a two- 
stage amplifier, the music and speech 
has been transmitted over the land tel- 
ephone line ta 2LO, the London station 
of the British Broadcasting Co. Re- 
radiating, 2LO has given American 
broadcast items to all the listeners-in 
in the home counties—or the 40-mile ra- 
dius for listeners-in around London. 

By land lines the Birmingham, Man- 
chester, Cardiff, Bournemouth, Newcas- 
tle, Sheffield, Glasgow and Aberdeen 
broadcasting stations have all received 
the American broadcasts picked up at 


Biggin Hill, and by their re-transmitting 
all listeners-in in the immediate areas 
of these British broadcasting stations 
heard American artists and instrumen- 
talists, primarily because of the one re- 
eiving set installed in a lonely hut op 
a high part of the South Downs. 
Prince of Wales Broadcasts. 

Just at this moment we in England 
are eager to learn whether listeners-in 
in far-off places have heard the voice 
of Britain’s royal broadcaster—H. R. EL 
the Prince of Wales. Previously he had 
been heard bv British listeners in two 
epeeches, one delivered in London and 
the other at Birmingham. His third 


proadcast speech was from London on 
Mareh 18, and news fs now awaited 
from listeners-in elsewhere that they, 
too, heard him. Speaking from London 
his speech was relaved by land line to 
all the other broadcast stations in the 
I nited Kingdom and simultaneously 
broadcast. 

On each occasion that he has spokes 
into the microphone, the heir to the Eu- 
giish crown has been the great radio hit. 
Despite his tremendous ,opularity, de- 
epite the fact that he nas toured the 
country from end to end and has visited 
practically every town, there are emhy @ 
few of his people who have heard hip 
voice. By radio, thousands whem he 
could never hope to reach hear him. 
is little wonder that with guch @ 
there is a bigger beom im British made 
than ever. a?
